PERITONI# CURE. 
CLAIME’DBY U.S. 
SCIENTIFIC BODY 


Rochester, N.Y.,. April 18.—Scien- 
tists speaking before the Federation 
of American Societies for Experimen- 
tal Biology here Friday revealed new 
secrets in combatting disease and 
disclosed new information® concerning 
the world of living things, 

From the scores of addresses on 
subjects and experiments highly tech- 
nical came tidings of a new method 
found to he effective in treating peri- 
tonitis, even to the point where the 
present high death rate may be cur- 
tailed if not ended. 

Report was made” also of the dis- 
covery of what appears to be a speel- 
fic poison in the blood of persons af- 
ficted with high blood pressure, of 
the production of the drug ephedriene 
from a herb grown in this country 
and of the finding of a new arsenic 
compound believed to be a sure cure 
compound believed to cure certain 
forms of sleeping sickness. 

Reports of experiments with re- 
moval of sections of the sympathetic 
nervous system were given as basis 
for the belief that man is able at last 
to cure “cold feet” possibly dyspep- 
sia, and to relive conditions where 
blood vessels have contracted. 

Dr, Bernard Steinberg of Cleve- 
lund, announced the new treatment 
for peritonitis, reporting the conclus- 
ions drawn from: experiments) made 
by Dr. Marry Goldblatt, also of Cleve- 
land, and himself. The method, he 
said, is to inoculate with germs of 
peritonis to cause the disease germs 
then giving the subject a serum made 
of bacteria from another subject 
which has developed peritonitis, 

“The effect,” he explained, “is to 
place in the system, bacteria = which 
are in conflict with those of the active 
disease—a poison which will fight a 
poison. In the cases with which we 
experimented we were quite suecess- 
ful.”

Ottawa, April 21.—By a unani- 
mous judgment the supreme court 
of Canada yesterday morning de- 
cided that section 17 of the Alber- 
ta act “is not in whole or in part 
ultra vires of the parliament of 
Canada.”
